No Relatives to Object. 

Mr. Watts died on March 4. He was a bach- 
elor, and did not have a blood relation at the 
time of his death. The only person who is 
a beneficiary of the will is John T. Spafford, 
207 Bond avenue, Austin, a brother-in-law. 
He will receive $60 a month, twice as much 
as the horse but less than the dog. The en- 
tire estate, vatued at $100,000, aside from the 
bequests mentioned, was left to Chicago char- 
itable institutions, W. R. Gore, 5472 Ellis av- 
enue, is executor of the will.

It has always been held ow ube the public,“ 
he replied, that the reason why the city | 
could not enter at onte on m inicipalization 
was because the traction interests had rights 
running to 1959, and that the companies 
would have to be paid for those vested rights, 
which were held ut to be priceless in value. 
By this deciston of the Supreihe court these 
considerations are wiped out entirely. The 
cause of municipal ownership has won three 
times before the people, one before the legis- 
lature, twice in the city council, and now be- 
fore the coyprt of last resort in America. Once 
more it will win before the people at the 
spring election.’

He made a list of the 
south and west side lines which the city must 
buy before it acquires them, and which is 
printed in the foregoing. He also said as to 
the north side lines: 

All grants made prior to March 18, 1886, 
are wiped ont. Except for scattering short 
‘lines granted since then, principally in out- 
lying portions of the city, the company has 
no right to occupy the streets.“ 

Them further Maj. Tolman said: 

The Chicago City company may possibly 
get à part of Blue Island avenue and possibly 
Lake street from the river to Park street 
and also Milwaukee avenue. I don’t know 
whether the decision goes into those details 
or not. 

“The Union Traction company comes off 
better than the underlying companies. The 
Union Traction has all the grants which the 
decision declares are alive. All the unexpired 
ordinances are assigned to the Union Trac- 
tion company. The North Chicago City rail- 
way company is cleaned up—it has left 
neither hair nor hide, and its bonds are 
worthless. Itis certainly unfortunate for the 
investors. The West Division railway com- 
pany has left only the rights acquired under 
the ordinances of Aug. 16, 1858, and May 23, 
1859.

Attorney Plumb on the Result. 


Attorneys Darrow and Plumb, both of 
whom with Maj. Tolman argued the city’s 
case before the Supreme court, were busy 
most of the day expressing their gratifica- 
tion over the victory. Mr. Darrow expressed 
himself in general terms and directed all 
inquirers to Mr. Plumb for details.

Lewis Is Gratified. 

“TI am gratified over the decision,“ said 
Corporation Counsel J. Hamilton Lewis, who 
returned in the evening from the east.

John M. Harlan Talks. 

John Maynard Harlan, legal adviser to 
Judge Grosscup in the later stages of the 
negotiatione with the * said, touching on 
the decision:

Decision. 


The meaning of the decision was completely 
misunderstood in La Salle street. The open-

Before the exchange closed, however, the 
shares sold off on knowledge that the city 
was the winner. § .

It is New York interesa that win be hit 
hard. J. P. Morgat & Co. and H. B. Hollins 
& Co. and their clients have secured stock 
enough of the West and North Chicago com- 
panies to control them. For City railway J. 
P. Morgan & Co. paid $200a share. The stock 
closed yesterday at 198%. But there was not 
a clear idea of the full meaning of the de- 
cision before the stock exchange closed and 
the small shareholders were not heard from. 
It was only speculators who were in the mar- 
ket. It may be different today. 


Union Traction Value. j 


For the last two or three years Chicago in- 
terests have héld Union Traction stock to be 
of little value. But the Hollins people had 
vo much of it that the market has been looked 
after. The only tangible asset of the Union 
Traction company is its holdings of North 
and West Chicago: stocks. It owns 32.000 
shares of West Ciftcago and 20,000 shares of 
North Chicago. At a price of 50 for West 
Chicago and 80 for North Chicago these hold- 
ings would be worth $3,200,000. There is $12,- 
000,000 of preferred: stock of the Union Trac- 
tion company anch $i, 000,000 0f common. As 
the preferred has preference in the distribu- 
tion of assets whatever values there may be 
in the stocks held would be distributed to 
Union Traction preferred. At the market 
quotations there would be an equity for trac- 
tion preferred of M a share, as against a 
price of $46 at the stock sold yesterday. 

Of the common’ stock $6,000,000 was given 
to subscribers to the preferred stock when 
the company was floated, Subscribers paid 
par for the preferred, and with each share 
received one-half are of common stock. 
The other. $14,000,000 of the common stock 
was so purely water that there wasn’t even 
A microbe in it. It was given away to the 
promoters. This stock: yesterday was quoted 
at $13.25 a share.

May Seize North Streets at Once. 

This limitation only concerns the streets 
provided for in the originakordinances. Tha 
north side company, as Justice Day spe- 
cifically holds,.was not as well off as its 
friends and neighbors to the south and west, 
its original grants being limited to twenty- 
five years and no longer. On all those streets 
the right of operation terminated and ‘he 
city has the right to take possession today 
without any necessity of purchase whatso- 
ever. 

The same thing holds true of al streets 
covered by ordinances in which there was 
a specific limitation of time at the end of 
which the rights of the street car company 
terminated. In all such cases, under this 
decision, the city is not forced to buy even 
the scrap iron which Mr. Yerkes unloaded 
on the Union Traction company. 

Everywhere, not only on the north side, 
but in the south and west sides, where a 
grant to a street was made after the original 
ordinances and amendments, the right to use 
that street was limited by the terms of he 
ordinance alone. It will require an entirely 
new street car map of Chicago to determine 
what streets now actually belong to the city, 
what streets it has a right to purchase at 
an arbitrated value, and what streets are sull 
the property of the street car company under 
any recent ordinances which have not expired 
actually. 4 

So sweeping has been the decision in beha:f 
of the people and so completely have the 
contentions of the city been sustained that ihe 
extensions in Jefferson and Lake View are 
held by the court to be limited in their 
franchise rights by those of the main stem 
to which they were to be attached.

The north side company is not entitled to 


any fringes on the outskirts of its system 
after its trunk has disappeared, and the 
same apparently is true of all other suburban 
lines which were not independent companies. 


Furthermore, the cities and villages act lim- 


ited the time within which any street car 


franchise might be granted, 80 the way ap- 
parently is open for the people of Chicago 
either to adopt municipal ownership or to 
their entire street car system 
through private ownership. 

Apparently the rig.ts retained by the City 
railway company and the Union Traction 


company amount to little from a monetary. 


standpoint. In a vast majority of the streets 
the pres takes control without regard to the 
physical property. In à few cases it must 
buy that physica] property, and the south and 
west side companies probably would be able 
to hold all of their power houses, cars, and 
other property which necessarily were in- 
volved in a transfer to the city of its main 
stem, so the city would have to buy every- 
thing except the outlying track, but that by 
an appraisement and without any questions 
of an agreement with the companies them- 
selves. 3 

In the majority decision handed down today 
the position taken by the city is sustained in 
every essential point except as to certain 
technicalities which do not in any way in- 
volve the question of the ownership or con- 
trol of Chicago's streets. 


Traction Receivership Held Legal. 

For instance, the Supreme court decides 
that Judge Grosscup had jurisdiction, that 
the proceedings for the appointment of the 
receivers for the Union Traction and subsi- 
diary companies were not collusive, and that 
the bills filed by the receiver were in proper 
form. It is also held that the street cars act 
of 1859 and 1861, which incorporated the 
original companies, were constitutional 
enough, as was also the ninety-nine year 
act of 1865, although none of these legisia- 
tive acts affected contracts then existing or 
later made between the city and the street 
car companies as to the control of the 
streets. Furthermore, the court holds that 
the change from horse to cable or to electric 
power did not in any way affect the rights 
of the street car com es, inasmuch as 
the city gave its conseht to that change. 

This is the gist of the decision which for- 
mally will be written out later. On the sur- 
face it disposes of the Chicago Traction prob- 
lem instantly. Of course, every one knows 
that the street car companies will seek a 
means to prolong their control of the streets 
and subsidiary litigation of one kind and 
another is certain to Intervene, before there 
is a satisfactory agreement between them 
and the city of Chicago. Meanwhile, it is a 
famous.victory for the people as against the 
traction corporations.

Trust Officers Held for Contempt. 


Hale and McAlister are officers of tobacco 
companies, and when called to testify before 
the grand jury relative to the existence of 
a so-called trust, they refused to answer 
questions or to produce their books. They 
were committed for contempt of court and 
sought to escape by means of writs of habeas 
corpus. These writs were refused and the 
case was brought to the Supreme court by the 
defendants. The jury's right to compel an- 
swers was questioned on the ground that in 
the investigation it was making there was no 
specific charge against any particular per- 
son. They also attacked the constitution- 
ality of the act of Feb. 25, 1908, granting im- 
munity to witnesses in anti-trust cases. 

The opinion of the Supreme court was de- 
livered by Justice Brown, who said there 
were two issues over different provisions of 
the constitution, the first involving the im- 
munity of the witnesses from oral examina- 
tion and the second the legality of the action

The second branch of the case related to 
the nonproduction by the witness of the books 
and papers called for by the subpoena, In 
the decision on this point Justice Brown said: 
It, whenever an officer or employé of a 
corporation were summoned before a grand 
jury as a witness, be could refuse to produce 
the books and documents of such corporation 
upon the ground that they would incriminate 
the corporation itself, it would result in the 
failure of a large number of cases where the 
illegal combination was determinable only 
upon the examination of such papers. 
The individual may stand upon his rights asa 
citizen, but the corporation ts a creature of 
the state. It would be a strange anomaly to 
hold that a state, having chartered a eorpore- 
tion to make use of certain franchises, could 
not in the exercise of its sovereignty inquire 
how these franchises had been employed and 
whether they had been abused and demand 
the production of the corporate books and 
papers for that purpose.” 

Justice Harlan and McKenna concurred in 
the result, but delivered opinions, basing 
their coneluslons on somewhat é4ifferent 
grounds than those taken by Justice Brown 
in the controlling opinion. e chief justice 
and Justice Brewer dissented, 


Caleb Powers Loses Again. 

The Caleb Powers case was decided by the 
Supreme court today against Powers. The 
opinion was deltvered by Justice Harlan and 
held that the case was not removable from 
the state fo the federal courts. The case 
was, therefore, remanded to the Kentucky 
state courts. 

The opinion was based on the ground that 
the equal rights statute, Section 641, Revised 
Statutes, does not apply unless recognized by 
state laws or the state constitution. Jus- 
tice Harlan said that the Supreme court of 
the United States could take cognizance of 
the case on a writ of error. The opinion was 
unamimous. 3 

Powers has been tried three times by the 
Circuit court of Scott county, and time 
found guilty, once receiving the senténce of 
death and twice a sentence to life impris7n- 
ment, but the Kentucky Court of Appeals 
interfered in each instance to prevent the 
execution of the Verdict. Last May the case 
was presented to Judge Cochran, sitting in 
the United States Circuit court for the eastern 
district of Kentucky, and he granted a writ 
of habeas corpus ordering removal from the 
state courts to his court. The proceedings 
which terminated today were instituted by 
Kentucky to restore the case to the state 
courts. Hence practically the only ques- 
tion involved was jurisdiction. 3

Suggests Deal with Companies. 


Although the time may not yet have ar- 
rived when your city could take over the 
responsibility, should it be the desire of your 
citizens to do so, yet I think an arrangement 
might be made now with this end in view. 

“I may be traveling beyond’ my brief in 
making the suggestion, but I cannot refrain 
from expressing my strong conviction that 


a serious attempt should be made on the 


part of the municipality and the street ra- 
way companies to arrive at a reasonatle 
settlement. 

It the street railway companies do not 
seem inclined to be reasonable, then I would 
say to you, start your municipal system with- 
out delay 

I cannot, of course, at this time go into 
all the details of what I would consider a 
reasonable settlement. The present com- 
panies must, of course, be merged into one, 
so that the whole may be operated as dae 
complete system. All claims under the nine- 
ty-nine year franchise must be waived. 


‘Lines Must Be Reconstructed. 


“There must be one fare and no central 
loops. The use of trailer cars should be 
discontinued. 

“The present equipment would require in 
a great measure to be thrown into the scrap 
heap, the whole work of reconstruction being 
carried out at the sight and to the satisfac- 
tion of the city officers. The new operating 
company might be allowed a fixed time in 
which to have the whole system put into com- 
plete order and afterwards have a franchise 
for, say, twenty years, the municipality hav- 
ing the right, say, every five years, to take 
possession on stated terms. 

“A percentage of the gross annual earn- 
ings should be handed over to the city treas- 


ury to be used for specific purposes, say the 


upkeep of the streets; full and detailed state- 
ment of all incumbent expenditure, both on 
account of capital and revenue, should be 
produced annually by the operating company 
to the city officers. 

„The above are a few points which occur 
to me at the moment. Under good, sound, 
economical management the street railway 
system of Chicago is destined not only to be 
the largest but the finest in the world. 


Politics Should Be Shut Out. 


Now, presuming that the present com- 
panies are unwilling to meet you on any- 
thing like reasonable terms, what is the 
only course left open for you? I should 
say, undoubtedly, to start your municipal 
system on each line as the franchises expire. 

1 should be sorry, however, were you 
forced to take such a step, as, speaking gen- 
erally, I should say, from my knowledge and 
experience of what it means to Operate a mu- 
nicipal street railway system, that the mu- 
nicipalities of the United States are not yet 
quite ready to successfully undertake this 
work. 

“In your Ust of questions you ask some 
information regarding the management of 
a municipal street railway system. I would 
certainly recommend that the street railway 
department be managed by a small commit- 
tee of the city ee. to be chosen irrespect- 
ive of politics, and that the whole internal 


management be placed under one permanent 


officer. I have already given you fully my 
views in regard to the management generally. 


Advocates Overhead Trolley. 


„Tou are anxious to have my opinion in 
regard to the system of traction. I say, 
unhesitatingly, that no other system should 
be thought of at the present time than the 
overhead trolley. If properly constructed 
it is not unsightly, it is not dangerous, it Is 
the most reliable, and it is the most econom- 
ical, both to construct and maintain. To 
install the underground trolley in any ex- 
tent would, for various reasons, be a scan- 
dalous waste of money. 

“In regard to thé production of power, it 
should not be necessary for you, at the out- 
set, to erect a power station, but when the 
whole system is in operation you should 
certainly have one central high tension gen- 
erating station, with substations. Meantime 
you should purchase your power. 


Graded Fares Might Be Tried. 


In regard to the fares, it is unlikely that 
your citizens would care to change fnom 
the uniform fare with transfers to the Eu- 
ropean system. You cannot issue transfers 
if you adopt the graded system of fares. 
The Adams street route might, however, be 
a suitable one on which to test the graded 
system should you think it desirable to do 
£0. 

“I do not know that it is necessary for 
me at the present moment to say more. If 
you should finally decided that there is no 
other course open to you than to gradually 
municipalize your street railway system I 
shall let you have every assistance in my 
power in regard to the organization of the 
various departments, such as engineering, 
transportation, and accounting, and in re- 
gard to management generally. 

I have again to thank you and my many 
friends in Chicago for the opportunity af- 
forded me of paying my first visit to your 
country and for the great kindness shown 
to me while I was in your city.

Second Report Is Promised. 


A month passed, and on Aug. 29 Mayor 
Dunne received another letter from Mr.

Since I received your letter of July 1

ment by a municipality.

who would be the adviser of the transporia- 
tion committee and the city A from the 
start. 


Able General Manager | eeded. 


“As indicated in my letter to you, the 
general manager should be appointed by 
and be directly responsible to the city coun- 
ell through the transportation committee. 
He should be a man who has had experience 
in dealing with large bodies of workmen and a 
good organizer. If possible, -you should se- 
cure a man who has had expefience in the op- 
eration of a large street railway undertaking. | 
He should have absolutely no ¢onnection with 
any political party and his appointment 
should be made solely on account of his fit- 
ness for the position. 

The euccess or failure of the undertaking 
depends in a large measure on the manner 
in which the general manager carries out his 
duty. You will, no doubt, see that it would 
be impossible to secure the bést man for the 
position unless he has an agteement over a 
period of years and is made entirely inde- 
pendent of all changes in the city council. 
The city council should give the general man- 
ager complete control of the whole staff. He 
should be held personally responsible for the 
good conduct of those under him. He should 
be absolutely free to engage ait discharge 
his men. 


Heads of Departments. 


Under the general manager, and directly 
responsible to him, there should be three 
heads of departments—first, the chief en- 
gineer; second, the traffic superintendent; 
and, third, the financial superintendent. The 
chief engineer will require the assistance of 
an electrical engineer, who shall be directly 
responsible for all the electrical plant; a me- 
ehanical engineer, who shall be directly re- 
sponsible for the workshops; a ely il engineer, 
who will be charged with the upkeep of the 
permanent way; and a draftsman. 

The traffic superintendent shall have 
charge of the car service and all the car 
service employés, such as inspectors, time- 
keepers, motormen, conductors, gte. He will 
be responsible for the conduct of all under 
his charge. He should personally engage all 
the traffic staff and should also beſresponsible 
for the disciplining of his men; The time 
tables of the cars and the laying put of more 
routes will also come under his charge. He 
will receive all reports from the inspectors 
on the road and also from mototmen and con- 
ductors, etc., and will take general charge 
over all matters relating to operation of cars. 

“The financial superintendent shall have 
under him an accountant, with a bookkeep- 
ing staff, cashier, pay clerks, purchasing 
clerks, corresponding clerks, ete. He will 
be responsible for the conduct of the gen- 
eral office and the preparation and check- 
ing of all Ananecial statements required by 
the general manager. 


Training Men for Bettice. 


In the organization of a municipal rail- 
way department a great deal depends on the 
arrangements that are made for the selec- 
tion and training of conductors and motor- 
men, and also on the standard of efficiency 
that is set up and maintained. From the 
separate print which I send you you will get 
full details as to our methods of selection 
and training in Glasgow. The system we 
have adopted is working admirably. It wil 
likely He necessary for you at the outset to | 
begin operations with men who have had 
experience in street railway work, but soon 
your general manager will find it to be to y>ur 
advantage to engage young men and train 
them himself. 

We in Glasgow rarely engage a man who 
has been in street rallway before, and we 
have made it a rule never to ea man 
who has been in our service.

from passengers. Our routes, as you know, 
are divided into stages of over half a mile 
each, on the average. For each one of these 
stages a passenger pays 1 cent. I he desires 
to travel further he can travel over any four 
consecutive ½ penny stages for 2 cents, any 
six stages for 3 cents, and eight stages for 
4 cents, etc, 


Passengers Retain Tickets. 


Whenever a passenger pays his fare the 
conductor punches a ticket in the section 
over which the 1 is entitled to travel. 
The passenger is bound, so long as he is on 
the car, to retain this ticket and exhibit it 
to the conductor or inspector when asked to 
do so. The conductor's bell punch registers 
the number of passengers he has carried. 
The conductor is, in addition, responsible 
for every ticket which he receives, and the 
inspectors on the route board the cars fre- 
quently in order to ascertain that every pas- 
senger is in possession of a ticket and is 
traveling on the section for which he has 
paid. We endeavor to make the check—both 
on the conductor and the passenger—as com- 
plete and perfect as possible, and in Glasgow 
we find no difficulty in getting the people to 
operate with the department in this 
nection. | 

In Glasgow we have no tranefers—in- 
deed, with our system of tickets and the 
division of our routes into stages, transfers 
are really not necessary, and, in fact, it would 
be difficult to carry out 4 transfer system. 


Patrons Must Obey Rules. 


In intro@ucing a municipal car service 
in Chicago you cannot be too careful in ob- 
taining full powers to deal with passengers 
in connection with any offenses against your 
rules and regulations. Our judges here up- 
hold the department in enforcing our rules. 

Only the other day a passenger, when 
asked by the inspector to show his ticket, 
pointed to the floor of the car and said his 
ticket was there and that he (the inspector) 
could pick it up and look at it if he pleased. 
The inspector refused and asked the passen- 
ger to pay again. This he would not do. Ne 
was summoned to appear at the police court 
and was fined $1.25 for not paying his fare. 

It would be unfortunate for a municipal- 
ity working a street railway to have any 
looseness in the fare collection, as any slack- 
ness might lead to abuses which would re- 
sult in heavy losses. It is worth a great deal 
of trouble to be able to keep the staff honest. 
Your people in Chicago might consider that 
any system such as I have described might 
be a step backward. We, however, knowing 
what the results might be, would not think 
for a moment of relaxing our checks in the 
slightest degree. 


Single Power Station Used. 


There are only a few municipalities hav- 
ing a separate power station for the street 
railways; the usual plan is to have a com- 
bined lighting and traction station, the sta- 
tion being under the charge of the city elec- 
tricalengineer, the street railway department 
simply requiring to pay a price per unit for 

In Glasgow, however, and in 
several of the other large cities, the street 
railway department has its own power sta- 
tion. For our system, which is designed for 
about 250 miles of single track and 900 cars, 
we have a power station with a total capacity 
of 11,000 kilowatts, with a staff of 100 men. 
We have high tension current at 6,500 volta, 
converted at five substations to 500 volts di- 
rect current. The power station is under the 
charge of a superintendent, who is responal- 
ble to the chief engineer. You will find our 


power costs fully detailed in the annual report 


for 1905, copy of which has already been sent 


you. 0 
Keeping the Tracks in Order. 

It will be necessary for you to organize 
what we call a permanent way staff for the 
maintenance of your track. Under a mu- 
nicipal street car system the track is often 
under the city engineer and the annual cost 
of the maintenance is charged to the street 
railway department. In the larger cities, 
however, it is usual for the permanent way 
staff to be under the charge of the street 
railway department. In Glasgow, in addi- 
tion to maintaining the track, we frequently 
lay extension of the track by our own staff. 
As à rule, however, we do all extension work 
by contract. 

In order to keep the track in perfect order 
a large staff is required. We have at pres- 
ent rather over 150 miles of single track 
and we have altogether in our permanent 
way department about 650 men. These men 
are divided into squads of variéus sizes, each 
squad being responsible for the maintenance 
of the lines in a certain district. Each squad 
is under the charge of a separate foreman, 
the whole being under a civil engineer, who 
is responsible to the chief engineer. 


Maintenance of Trolley Wires. 


Another department of the service is 
the staff charged with the erection and main- 
tenance of the overhead equipment. This 
staff is divided into three sections: 

“1. The staff charged with the construc- 
tion of the overhead equipment for new 
lines. We doall this work by our own staff. 

2. The maintenance staff, which is con- 
tinually on the road inspecting the wires. 

8. The emergency staff, which is at call 
should any part of the overhead equipment 
give way. 

“Each of these squads is under a fore- 
man, Who is responsible to the chief engt- 
neer. 

“The upkeep of the mains and cables, as 
well as the electrical equipment at the power 
stations and substations, is under the con- 
trol of the electrical engineer. The mains 
and cables staff not only look after any faults 
in the cables, but they lay all new work, as 
we prefer to do this work by our own staff. 


Housing of the Street Cars. 


We find that the most suitable size ofa 
car barn is to have accommodation for from 
150 to 200 cars. In designing your car barn 
you should make near the entrance gate a 
commodious office for the accommodation of 
the motormen and conductors and the trafic 
staff generally. In a car barn holding, say. 
200 cars, it is necessary to have an office 
measuring about 720 square feet. There 
should be also a store for the material used 
by the repair staff, a fitters’ workshop, and 
a room for the cleaners, where the men can 
store their cleaning material, brushes, et-.

Distribution of We 
Fou will find it of great service to reyes 
a large general store where all material and 
supplies should be delivered for distribution 
throughout your system. The general store 
should, if possible, be adjacent to your work- 
shops, and should be under the charge of a 
competent store man. I have Already given 
you a copy of our standard list of stores; 
since we issued this list we have found that 
the dealing with stores has been much sim- 
plified; each foreman who is requisitioning 
for stores has a copy of this list and he has 
simply to quote the standard 
and there is no dubiety as to the reaterial he 
wishes. These particulars are all fixed to 
the different partitions, both in the general 
store and also in the subsidiary stores, and 
each of the car barns. I have already sup- 
plied you with a copy of each of the forms 
which we use in connection with the requi- 
sitioning and dispatching of material from 
the general store. 


Rules and Regulations. 

“In the book of rules and regulations for 
the staff which 1 left with you you will find 
what we call our bylaws, giving the different 
offenses which are punishable by fine or im- 
prisonment. By the act authorisi the 
municipality to operate the street railways 
we are empowered to make these bylaws. 
It might be worth your while to take a look 
through our bylaws, to compare the powers 
which we possess with those of the street 
railway companies of Chicago. 

Insurance Against Accidents. 

“ accident claims—This part of the work of 
d street railway department is becoming an 
important one, as it costs a large sum annu- 
ally to settle accident claims. In the United 
States I found that the street railway com- 
panies were even worse than they are here. 
Our practice in Glasgow has been to insure 
against accident claims. . The private cor- 
poration which has takermthis work in hand 
has room in the office of the department and 
all reports and claims are immediately hand- 
ed over to the insurance officials, who investi- 
gate all accidents and settle or contest all 
claims, Last year we paid a premium 
amounting to about $75,000. This covered us 
for claims In connection with any single ac- 
cident amounting to $12,500 and an annual 
total of $125,000 

We consider that it is much better for 
the municipality to give this work into the 
hands of a private corporation than for 
the claims to be settled by the transportation 
committee and possibly discussed, by the city 
council, 

The work should only be undertaken by 
the street railway department, with the gen- 
eral manager given full powers, so that acci- 
dent claims would not have to be discussed 
by the transportation committee and thecity 
council. 

Making Financial Statements. 

In Glasgow we have from the first issued 
a full annual report and financial statement. 
I have already handed you a ‘set of these 
reports from 1804, when we began to operate 
the street railways, and have since my re. 
turn sent you a copy of the report for the 
year which has just closed. The form of 
our income and expediture statement and 
also of our capital account is almost exactly 
the same as that which has been adopted 
by the street railway corporations of Amer- 
ica. I think in issuing your annual etate- 
ment you could not do better than have it 

prepared on the American form—which, as 
I Said, is practically the same as our own. 
It is necessary, of course, to make a slight 
difference in the allocation of the net rev- 
enue, but this does not in any way affect 
the question. You of course are issuing the 
accounts of a municipality, which are nec- 
essarily slightly different from a private 
corporation. 


Friendly Society Is Advocated. 

“I think you would find it advantageous 
to inaugurate a friendly society among the 
men belomging to the street railway depart- 
ment. In Glasgow we have had a flourish- 
ing Friendly society for a number of years. 
Membership is quite optional. Out of a 
total staff of 4,400 we have 8,870 members. 
The nonmembers are chiefly artisans who 
have their own trade societies and the lower 
class of laborers. Practically all the traffic 
staff are members. We consider that this 
society has been a great assistance to the 
department and to the staff in many ways. 
It induces the men to remain with the de- 
partment and take an interest in their work. 
I have already given you copies of our 
Friendly society reports, and also of our 
rules and regulations, and I think a set of 
forms. 

Nearly all the municipal families in thie 
country are now forming friendly societies, 
and I think it would be well for you te go 
fully into the question. 


Provision for Sick Employes. 

Tou will see from the rules that in Glas- 
gow each member pays 12 cents per week 
to the funds of the society and the depart- 
ment adds 6 cents. When a member is off 
for sickness on a doctor’s certificate he re- 
ceives 15 shillings, or about $3.60 a week ‘>: 
the first six months; 10 shillings, or about 
$2.40, for the second six months, and 5 shil- 
lings, or about $1.20, for the second yeer. 
He also receives medical attendance and 
medicines free of charge. Admission lines 
to infirmaries and convalescent homes are 
also available for members and their fam- 
ilies. 

It would be advisable also to institute a 
superannuation fund, which can be accumu- 
lated so that it will be possible to grant a 
small weekly allowance to members of the 
staff who, after long service, may nave be- 
come unfit for work. We have institut) d 
such a fund in Glasgow, and we are accumu- 
lating it as speedily as possible. To this fu d 
2 cents per week per member are contributed 
by the members of the society. These 2 cents 
are taken from the 12 cents contributed to the 
Friendly society, and the department adds 
another 2 cents. This fund does not come 
into operation until 1911. A municipality 
cannot throw off its old and infirm servants 
as a private corporation can do. And, there- 
fore, it is well to make provision for them.’’ 


MAYOR TO VIEW THE SUBWAY. 


Will Make First Inspection of Tunnels 
This Afternoon in Company of 
Other Officials. 


An Inspection of the tunnels of the Illinois 
Tunnel company will be made today by 
Mayor Dunne, Chief of Police Collins, City 
Engineer Shaw, City Electrician Carroll, and 
other city officials. It will be the first visit 
of Mayor Dunne to the city’s subways, and 
is at the invitation of officials of the tunnel 
company. The city officials will leave the 
city halk at 2:30 o’clock and will spend the 
afternoon on the trip. It is possible that the 
visit may result in some action by the city. 
Police protection in the tunnel has been sug- 
gested, and with the addition of the 1,000 
patrotmen the city may decide to police the 
underground system.

PERRY. BELMONT DECRIES SECRET 
CAMPAIGN GIFTS. 


Makes Address Before House Commit- 
tee Advocating Publicity of Contri- 
butions in Interest of Much Needed 
Reform in Elective Methods—Sam-< 
uel Gompers and Others Before 
Members of Congress in Behalf of 
Pian. 


Washington, D. C., March 12.—Perry Bel- 
mont of New York, president of the National 
Publicity bil! organization, addressed the 


house committee on election of president, vice 


president, and representatives in congress to- 


day on the purification of political campaigns 


by preventing secret contributions, 
Representatives Cockran of New York and 
McCall of Massachusetts also addressed the 
committee on the general subject of publicity 
as set forth in a bill introduced by Mr. Mo- 
Call and supported by the organization of 
which Mr. Belmont is president. 

Mr. Belmont, tn explanation of the pur- 
poses of the McCall bill, said it was drawn 
to compel the publication of contributions té 
the campaign funds of national committees, 
with no thought of interfering with state con- 
trol of state elections. He said many states 
have passed publicity laws which would be 
strengthened by a national publicity law. 


Bill Not Partisan Measure. 


Mr. Belmont said Mr. Griggs, who has just 
been elected chairman of the democratic con- 
gressional committee, is willing to publish 


proaching campaign. It was urged by Mr. 
Belmont that the bill is in no sense partisan 
and has the support of men prominent in all 
existing party organizations. 

There has been enough secret purchasing 
of organizations,” said Mr. Belmont. There 
has been enough nullification of speeches and 
of earnest political work by secret contribu- 
tions. All parties are tired of it.“ 

Mr. Belmont said a national law would sup- 
plement the laws in states which already 
have such laws of publicity, and that the 
public sentiment and demand for publicly 
crystallized into a national statute would ren- 
der more effective similar legislation which ‘s 
about to be adopted in several states. He 
said further that the organization he repre- 
sented was promoting this legislation in New 
York, New Jersey, Rhode Island, and Texas, 
and that Pennsylvania had just adopted a 
law, a copy of which he presented for the 
consideration of the committee. 

Robert Luce of Massachusetts explained 
the working of the publicity law in his state, 
and said the reports made by state commit- 

tees indicated that evasions of the law have 
been rare. 


Gompers for Purer Politics. 


President Samuel Gompers of the ri- 
can Federation of Labor, Former Senator 
William E. Chandler of New Hampshire, 
Frank K. Foster of Massachusetts, John M. 
Thurston, former senator from Nebraska, 
and many other members of the national pub- 
licity bill organization attended the hearing. 

Mr. Gompers said. the continuation of great 
contributions to campaigns is inimical to the 
liberty of the peopie. He said the patience 
of wage workers was about exhausted and 
they were muck, interested in apy measure to 
purify elections. 

Gen. James H. Witson of Wilmington, Del., 
said his state felt especially the need for leg- 
isiation to purify elections. He said a man 
bebind prison bare was the best argument in 
favor of a reform movement and urged a 
more stringent bill than the McCall bill. He 
urged that the law be made as drastic as pos- 
Able. One man alone, he said, was generally 
believed to have spent $1,000,000 to control the 
Delaware politics. Unless stringent legisla- 
tion be obtained he expressed apprehension 
lest only rich men would be able to obtain 
office in the near future. 


Bars Secret Contributions. 

Representative Bourke Cockran spoke in 
support of a bill he introduced which provides, 
that individuals giving more than $50 to a 
campaign fund shall be required to make a 
statement before a county clerk and cause 
the gift to be announced in two newspapers. 
He declared that secrecy should not surround 
any contributions, 

“If Mr. Rockefeller wants to give 81.000, 
000 to the committee, I don’t think there 
should be any law against it, but the public 
should be advised as to where the contribution 
came from. And 1 don’t think any committee 
would see fit to take a contribution of $1,000,- 
000 from. Mr. Rockefeller if the fact was to 
be made public,” said Mr, . “Pab-

Do you regard this act as honest or 
dishonest?’ 

All these questions were written in a 
feminine handwriting’ by one of the teachers 
ai the school, and at the bottom of the cir- 
cular was written in the samt hand, Cir- 
culated by Miss — at the request of Dr. 
De Bey.’ In the hope of catching Principal 
Kling. Business Manager Guilford was called 


upon to mark some of the books sent to his, 


school and thete marked books were found 
in the store conducted near the school by a 
Mrs. Sullivan.“ 

This same board member declared that at 
the executive session of the school manage- 
ment committee last Friday seven of the 
teachers refused to say they believed Prin- 
cipal Kling to have been dishonest, but tuat 
they believed ‘the act committed by him 
might appear to be dishonest.

kept a careful account of the books advanced 
to Mrs. Sullivan, and she reposed so much 
trust in him that she always paid him back 
what he said she owed him without a ques- 
tion, 


‘The actual shortage in books amounted 


to $38. Some of this shortage was explained 
away by the fact that Kling’s account with 
Mrs. Sullivan was still open and she st.’ 
owed him books. The remainder of the miss- 
ing books were copy books, which never «re 
returned after the pupils have filled them 
with specimen pennianship, and the others 
were books which were so old as to be use 
less. These were burned. 

It is a eustom with principals to burn 
these dirty books at the end of the year. It 
seems to me that thé fault for this lax sys- 
tem rests. with the business department of 
the board of education. If any one is to be put 
on trial for the logs of these books whith 
annually are destroyed at most of the schools 
it is the business head of the board wh.c 
permitted the system.” 


Variety of Charges Proposed. 


It was said by the board members who have 
declared the charges against Kling to be 
persecution that before the charges of graft 
were preferred against the Webster school 
principal the following other charges were 
discussed: 

That Kling had received $300 for pictures 
but had expended only $™0. 

„Phat Kling was incompetent because he 
held more teachers’ meetings than the num- 
ber required by the board rules. 

That he required the teachers to remove 
their hats at these meetings. 

“That he used.a towel which was ‘ insan- 
Itary.“ 

That he played the part of a detective by 
putting seven cents in his overcoat pocket 
and then watching Katie Fry steal it.“ 

“ When it was found that the book charges 
would not convict,” declared one of the trus- 
tees, an effort was made to introdute the 
other charges.

BREAKING UP BOYS i 


POLICE TAKE REVOLVERS FROM 
MANY.SCHOOL PUPILS. 


Accidental Killing of Stanley Zavadil, 
12 Years ‘old, Reveals the Fact 
That Youngsters with Deadly Wea- 
pons Are Organized Into Bands 
Which Fight in the Streets—Race 
Prejudice the Prevailing Cause of 
the Hostile Clashes of Ghetto Lads. 


Aroused by the abath of Stanley Zavadil. 
12 years old, 788 South Halsted street, who 
was fatally wounded in a factional fight 
between two Ghetto school gangs on March 
1, the police yesterday started a wholesale 
confiscation of revolvers and weapons used 
by the youthful warriors. Eight boys of the 
Walsh school were caught with revolvers in 
their possession and were reprimanded by 
the detectives. : 

Boys -of several of the denominational 
schools were searched also and weapons of 
varied sorts were taken from the leaders of 
the more important factional armies. Chief 
Collins, acting on the suggestion of Coroner 
Hoffman, instructed the police of the Max- 
well street station to make a complete inves- 
tigation of the so-called race war among the 
Ghetto boys and to confiscate all revolvers 
and other weapons carried by them. 


Many Factions Among the Boys. 


The search which has been in progress 
ever since Stanley Zavadil was injured fatally 
was renewed during the aftérnoon by alarge 
force of detectives under the ene of 
Capt. McCann. 

It developed that there are almost 55 
merable factions of lads instead of two or 
three, as was first supposed. There are gangs 
whose purpose it is to annoy ‘the Jew boys, 
gangs whose object is to get even with the 
Italians, and other gangs whose sole en- 
deavor "seems to be to flourish weapons and 
fight their youthful comrades. The Twenty- 
second street gang of Bohemians is under 
the leadership of an Irish boy; Fred Mc- 
Govern, 14 years old. He was taken to the 
pales station and a ‘Tevolver was taken from 

m. 

Revolvers were taken also from Edward 
Pokorny, 664 South Jefferson street, another 
leader, and from Arthur Heier, who wag held 
for the death of Zavadil. 


Police to Check the Fighting. 


We are going to sift this race and fac- 
tional war business among these little boys to 
the bottom, said Capt. McCann. °“‘ In most 
cases the parents of the lads are anxious to 
put an end to the dangerous fights. We have 
had a host of boys in here during the last 
two days and We have taken revolvers from 
many of them: 

Zavadil was shot accidentally by one of his 
own allies, Arthur Heiler. This was admitted 


by Zavadil before he died. The lads were 


attacking a crowd of Jewish boys and Fred 
De Muth had Zavadil’s revolver in his hand. 
Helier wanted it. “ Let him have it,” Zavadil 
said. As the pistdél was changing hands it 
accidentally discharged. However, that does 
not lessen the danger of the wars them- 
selves and we intend to put a stop to them and 
confiscate all the weapons of the fighters.”’ 


Youngsters to Be Arraigned. 


Coroner Hoffman explained that the evi- 
dence so clearly pointed to accidental shoot- 
ing in the case of Zavadil that no other ver- 
dict could be given. Notwithstanding this 
fact, Young Heier and De Muth will. be 


‘taken before Justice Sabath this morning for 


implication in the shooting. Deputy Coroner 
Davis said the boys have been breaking win- 
dows and committing other depredations in, 
the Ghetto. 

The Juvenile Protective league, 468 South 
Halsted street, is investigating the factional 
differences of the boys with a view of stop- 
ping the fights. Several lads already have 
been held to the Juvenile court. 

‘* Policemen Grady, Considine, and Wallace 
all testified that the boy in his antemortem 
statement insisted that the affair was an ac- 
dent, said Coroner Hoffman. If any tes- 
timony can be brought to show that the 
shooting was not accidental, I gladly will 
reopen the case. We want to make no mis- 
takes, but we could not do otherwise than we 
did with the evidence at hand.“

Explosion Caused’ by a Dynamite Bomb 
Endangers Lives of Ironworkers Tak- 
ing Strikers’ Places in Cleveland. 


Cleyeland, O., March 12.—An explosion in 
the Frankfort hotel in the heart of the busi- 
ness section of the city, shortly before mid- 
night, tore an immense hole in the roof and 
shook adjacent buildings.

FIRST “OPEN SHOP” VICTORY 
OF YEAR WON BY EMPLOYERS. 


At Edison Company Plant 150 Union 
Men Who Struck Last December Re- 
turn to Work. 


Employers scored the first open shop 
victory of the year against a labor union yea- 
terday when 150 strikers réturned to work 
for the Chicago Edison company. The men, 
who were employed on outside line work, 
walked out eany in December when the com- 
pany refused to agree to employ only union 
electricians. 

The Edieon company for years has em- 
ployed union and nonunion men indisorim- 
inately. The union, in an attempt to force 
„ closed shop conditions in all departments 
of the big ooncern, called strikes on all 
buildings where nonunion men were working, 
interfering seriously with the completion of 
large building contracts in the downtown 
district. Among the buildings affected were 
the Majestic. and the Marshall Field addition. 

„Many of our strikers reported for work 
today and we expect the others tomorrow,” 
seid Vice President Louls A. Ferguson of 
the Edison company. “The ‘open shop’ 
rule will be observed by this company ee be- 
tore. 

The first move towards opening negotia- 
tions since the beginning of the compositors’ 
strike last August was reported during the 
day. Secretary Hamm of the Typethete 
said officers of Typographical Union No. 16 
had met the members of the Typothete indi- 
vidually and a formal conference may follow 
within a few days.

The Supreme court enumerates the pris- 
ciple that “corporate privileges can only 
be heid to be granted as against public 
rights when conferred in plain and ex- 
plicit terms,” The man who drafted the 
ninety-nine year law used an ambiguous 
phrase.” Thanks to that phrase, which 
appears to have escaped Judge Grosseup's 
attention, or to which he did not attach 
sufficient importance, the Supreme court is 
enabled to whittle the “rights” of the 
companies down to an extremely fine 
point. His decision, which gave them 
much, is reversed and remanded. 

The court holds that the companies 
which operate lines in certain west and 
south side streets specified in the original 
ordinance have a right to use them until 
the city shall purchase the tangible prop- 
erty used in the construction or operation 
of the lines. That is the condition found 
in the ordinance of 1858, and the Supreme 
court holds that that ordinance was con- 
firmed by the act of 1865. There was no 
provision for the purchase of north side 
lines, and the company operating them ap- 
pears to be merely a tenant at will. 

The court holds that grants of street 
railroad privileges made by the annexed 
towns of Jefferson and Lake View do not 
extend beyond the life of the corporation 
making them. ‘There is no mention of 
grants made in Hyde Park and Lake, be- 
cause the Chicago City railway company 
was not a party to the litigation. But the 
decision practically applies to that com- 
pany as well as to the Union Traction 


| company and makes short work of its al- 


leged perpetual right to use certain streets 
in the two towns last named. 

The Supreme court has done far better 
by the city than Judge Grosscup dig. He 
interpreted the ninety-nine year law as 
cove all lines built before May 8; 1875, 
in.the old city. The Supreme court inter- 
prets it as giving no such right of use to 
the companies in a single street. The 
ninety-nine year law has been practically 
wiped out. The companies can no longer 
take refuge behind it. They must meet 
the just requirements ot the city or go out 
of business. They know that if they can- 
not make a satisfactory, arrangement with 


| the city to rehabjlitate their lines and op- 


‘erate them, all they can demand, as far 
as some west and south side lines are con- 
cerned, is that the city shall pay them the- 
appraised valuation of their tangible prop- 
erties—lands, buildings, tracks, cars, etc. 
As regards the north side lines, there is no 
obligation on the part of the city to pur- 
chase, but it can take no -street railroad 
property. without paying for it. 

The situation has been simplified by a 
Supreme court decision for which Chicago 


is extremely grateful. The city and the 


companies know precisely where they 
stand. They are in a position to give their 
ufidivided attention to the subject of the 
best traction service for the public and ade- 
quate compensation for the city. 


A TIMELY WARNING. 

City Attorney Smulski is an expert in 
personal injury litigation. For several 
yeats he has had to look after the hun- 
dreds of suits of that nature brought 
against the city annually. He has been 
an able defender of its interests, but there 
Will continue to be successful damage suits 
as long as the municipal authorities are

These are among the causes of per- 
sonal injury suits mentioned by the eit 
attorney. It is not the first time he has 
called the attention of the authorities to 
their costly shortcomings, but they have 
paid little attention to him. 

Having had much experience of the 
consequences of indifferent municipal con- 
trol of the streets, the city attorney calla 
attention to the personal injury suits to 
which the municipal ownership of street 
railroads. would expose the city, He says 
that, directly and indirectly, those suits 
cost the traction companies $2,000,000 a 
year. The officers of the companies make 
more efforts to prevent accidents on their 
lines than city officials make to keep 
streets and gdewalks in such condition 
that those who use them may not be in- 
jur The employés of the companies 
are under more rigid discipline than city 
employés, and are more careful. If the 
traction lines were operated by the city 
there would be more accidents and more 
personal injury suits, genuine and fraudu- 
lent, than there are now. 

Mr. Smulski says he believes that this 
phase of the municipalization of street 
railways has been entirely overlooked, 
That is not the case. The fact that mu- 
nicipal operation of street railroads would 
be careless, negligent operation, and that 
personal injury suits would multiply, has 
been pointed out. The advocates of mu- 
nicipal ownership have admitted that 
there would be suits, but have contended 
that they would amount to nothing. They 
have argued that if the city owned the 
roads the citizens would have a sense of 
personal ownership and would not return 
verdicts against the eity. The assertion 
that a man injured through the careless- 
ness of the employés of a municipal street 
railroad could not get justice from a Chi- 
cago jury is an unjust impeachment of the

England, The duke lives almost entirely on 
his estates. where he hae planted about 
2.000,000 larches, a tree which he has been the 
first to introduce into Scotland. He is a 
useful member of the British peerage, be- 
loved by all his people on his vast estates, 
for whose moral and material welfare he 
considers himeelf responsible.

Archduchese Clotilde of Austria's tneo!l- 
vency and the announcement that this 
granddaughter of King Louis Philippe of 
France has involved herself in debt to the 
tune of several millions of dollars by means 
of unfortunate speculations have been ex- 
pected for some time past, owing to the 
loudness of the complaints of her son-in-law, 
the duke of Orleans, that he had failed to 
receive the fortune which he had been led to 


‘expect on the death of his wife's father a 


couple of years ago, 

When the French pretender wedded the 
Archduchess Marie of Austria, greatly to the 
dissatisfaction of Emperor Francis Joseph 
and of all the other members of the house of 
Hapsburg. he found himeeif, for some reason 
or other, in need of money, and, discovering 
too late that Archduke Joseph declined to 
give his daughter a dowry but would only 
consent to acéor@ her an allowance, 
balked at the last moment and refused point 
blank, om the eve of the date appointed for 
the wedding, to proceed with the ceremony 
unless Archduke Joseph paid down a sum of 
about $160,000. 

The archduke paid the money, but with an 
ill grace, and made no secret of the manner 


in which he had been treated by his son-in- | 


law. At the same time he explained to his 
relatives that, disapproving of the union and 
thoroughly cognizant of the unsavory ante- 
cedents of Philip of Orleans, he felt that if 
he gave his daughter a large dowry on her 
marriage it would quickly be absorbed by the 
latter’s husband, who. once in 

thereof, might desert her, whereas if the 
money were doled out to her annually in the 
shape of an allowance her- husband would 
have some inducement to treat her with con- 
sideration andito remain by her side. 

It was en y owing to these unpleasant | 
financial disputes on the ocason of the wed- 
ding, and to the sordid greed displa by the 
duke, that he wae from that orth 
virtually ostracized by the emperor and the 
members of the reigning house of Austria. 
The mere fact of his being a pretender would 
have constituted no bar to his reception at a 
court at which the duke of Parma, the grand 
duke of Tuscany, the duke of Braganza, the 
count of Caserta, and several other pretend- 
ers and clatmants to thrones aré welcomed 
with so much honor and consideration as that 
of Vienna. If he was boycotted not alone by 
the tmpertal family but also by the Austrian 
great world, and virtually barred both from 
court and from salon at Vienna, it was solely 
due to his unpleasantness in connection with 
money matters at the time of his wedding, 
and he thus sacrificed all the prestige and 
social advantages which he had hoped to 
obtain by marrying into so illustrious a 
dynasty as that of Hapsbursg.

As long as Archduke Joseph remained 
alive the duke of Orleans was wont to excuse 
the avaricé and meanness in his pecuniary 
dealings with his retainers, his adherents, 
and the members of the royalist party 2 
France on the ground that his fa ther- in- 
had treated him shabbily, but that all . 
be well om the archduke’s death, and 
that on coming into possession of hie 
wife’s fortune he would be able at 
any rate to refund the money which 
his friends had deen foolish enough 
to expend in his behalf. Now, until about 
ten years ago—that fe to say, until the time 
ef the marriage of the duke of Orleans— 
Archduke Joseph was not only one of the 
richest members of the reigning houge of 
Austria but was ltkewise acknowledged to 
be so clever a man of business that he was 
invested with the management of the entire 
property of the family of Hapsburg. Un- 
fortunately his health gave way soon after 
his daughter's marriage, and he likewise 
began to fall mentally, with the result that 
he not only wrecked his o'wn. fortune by 
means of unlucky speculations and foolish 
investments, but like wise involved the Haps- 
burg family property to such an extent that 
the emperor had to take the matter in hand 
and to make immense sacrifices for the pur- 
pose of evolving order from chaos. 

When Archduke Joseph died it was found 
that he had left but little and there were no 
signs of any fortune for his daughter, the 
duchess of Orleans. His widow, a sister of 
Prince Ferdinand of Bulgaria and of the dis- 
reputable Prince Philip ef Coburg, en- 
deavored to repair the ruin by means of 
speculation, with the Inevitable resulte— 
namely: still worte ruin—and now, as the 
duke of Orleane has no further financtal in- 


ducement to keep his wife, he may be relied |} 
upon to put into execution him frequently

“The Little Gray Lady.“ which had its 


first presentation in the west last evening at 


the Studebaker, is the stage chronicling of 
an important event in the lives of some com- 


paratively unimportant people. The scene’ 


is. in W , but there isn’t so much as 
a hint of the presence of any high govern- 
mental official or any political dignitary in 
the entire play. The biggest person in the 
cast go far as officialgreatness ie concerned 
iga member of the secret service department, 
and even he is an underling. The wealth, 
the glitter, and the glamour of social life in 
the nationa)? capital as it usually ie shown 
upon the stage are totally wanting in this 
play by Mr. Pollock. And in this fact alone 
lies a certain justified claim for originality. 

The atmoephere of the piece has something 
closely akin to that of Pinero’s “ Letty,’ not 
in dramatic theme, but in the caste of the 
characters represented. Ihe people in The 
Little Gray Lady are working people, every 
one of them people essentially of the mid- 
dle class "’~—and their actions, their thoughts, 
their joys, their sorrowa, their ambitions, and 
their disappointments are essentially of that 
class. Mr. Polloek has succeeded wuncom- 
monly well in the main in catching and re- 
fiecting this atmosphere, and in his success 
in this direction lies one of the greatest prom- 
ises of still better work from him. 

“The Little Gray Lady if uneveh in 
value. Certain of its scenes are well con- 
ceived and excellently executed. The set- 
ting of the whole play shows originality, and 
the details of the first two acts—one in the 
back yard of a cheap boarding house, the 
other in the second story front room at 
that house—evidence not only keen powers of 
observation which the playwright has ex- 
ercised, but a sharp sense for the theatrically 
and dramatically effective. These two acts 
ere neatly made, the characters being light- 
ly but correctly sketched, and the lazy, hap- 
hazard, generally monotonous life of the 
boarding house in Washington in summer 
being skillfully reflected. The third act with 
its silent commencement is by no means 
wanting in theatric values, and the dra- 
matic situation which develops as the act 
proceeds is effectively handled up to the point 
of its elimax. Then it becomes melodramatic 
in uncomfortable fashion, and, like the entire 
fourth act, stretches probability pretty close 
to the breaking point.

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MUST STAND TRIAL IN IDAHO. 


Moyer, Haywood, and Pettibone Denied 
Release on Writ of Habeas Corpus 
by Supreme Court. 


Boise, Idaho, March 12.—The Supreme court 
today denied the application of Moyer, Hay- 
wood, and Pettibone, the Western Federation 
of Miners officials, accused of conspiracy to 
murder ex-Gov.

houses, and the pit sleuths traced the buying 
to Armour and Patten. One big trader be- 
lieved that Valentine was the principal buyer 
and that the big shorts had little to do. There 
also was a story that Gates had handed in 
big orders, and another that the Hot Springs 
“ folks were on both sides of the fence. On 
the upturn some of the early buyers sold for 
the profits in sight. 

Deluge of Oats Offerings. 

Oats started firm on the display of strength 
in wheat and corn, the May 8 „ 
touching 20%c. It was not a however, 
before the pit was deluged with offerings, 
and the trade was stirred up to such 
activity that has not characterized it for 
many weeks. The demand was at a stand- 
still, and values for May crumbled quickly. 
Pringle, Friedman, Buckley, Creightor. 
Wagner, Nash-Wright, and Armour brokers 
wero reported among the big sellers, and the 
result of the pressure brought out à lot of 
stop-loss orders. The selling resembled a 
plan to dislodge the big Patten holdings. On 
the weaker spots Lamson, the Northern 
Grain company, and scattered commission 
houses bought. There was talk that Patten 
was liquidating his big long line, but some 
of the keen observers did not believe he sold 
a bushel. ‘The,raid was attributed to the im- 
mense holdin ,000,000 bu on farms and 
in houses. e movement to Chicago waz 
light at 118 cars, 15 more than the estimate, 
Clearances at the seaboard aggregated 553,;- 
000 bu.
